Triple Killing Sunday 
At "S"-Grade Grossing 


Another of those unaccountable but 


terrible tragedies occurred Sunday at 
the "S "-curve crossing on the main 
line of the Southern Pacific at Puente, 
when a father, mother and four-year-old 
son were killed when the auto in which 
they were driving was struck by the 
west-bound New Orleans limited.

The 
man was a mechanic employed at a 
sheet metal concern, 2405 West Fifty- 
fourth street, Los Angeles, and at the 
;ime of the accident was driving prac- 
tically a new car, a Nash. 


The father and little boy were killed 


.nstantly. The woman, unconscious, was 
)laced immediately aboard the limited 
train, in charge of a Puente doctor, Dr. 
Walter Schultz, but she died before 
reaching Los Angeles.

According to C. L. Didier, a pioneer 


citizen of Puente, who witnessed the 
accident, the death car was going west 
on the highway. When just about to go 
over the tracks, Didier, who was coming 
n the opposite direction, motioned to 
Olsson thftt the train was approaching. 
Olsson answered with a wave of his 
land but drove his car directly in the 
path' of the locomotive. 


The party was returning from a week- 


end vacation at Murrietta Springs. 


The automobile was carried 130 feet 


3efore the engineer coul3"bring the train 
to a halt. From beneath the completely 
demolished car Olsson and his son were 
taken, dead. The bodies were taken to 
the undertaking parlor of Ouster and 
Christiansen, Covina, but later removed 
to Pierce Brothers' mortuary, Los An- 
geles. 


The accident occurred shortly after 


12 o'clock. During the afternoon many 
Covina motorists visited the scene of 
the tragedy.

Military Training Gamp 
To Be Held at Presidio 


Captain L. F. Stone and Lieutenant 


Martin of Ross Field were in Covina on 
Tuesday in the interest of the citizens' 
military training camp, which will open 
at the Presidio, San Francisco, July 6, 
and close August 4. The camp this year 
will contain 100Q students, to be select- 
ed from the three Pacific states. Young 
men from 17 to 27 are eligible to this 
training. Men who served in the world- 
war, up to the age of 35, can enter the 
camp. 


The object of the government in con- 


ducting these camps is to bring together 
young men of high type from all sec- 
tions of the country on a common basis 
of equality under favorable conditions 
of outdoor life; to stimulate^ and pro- 
mote citizenship, patriotism and Ameri- 
canism; and through expert physical di- 
rection, athletic coaching and military 
training, to benefit the young men in- 
dividually and bring them to realize 
their obligations to their country. No 
obligation for future military service 
will be incurred by any attending the 
camps, although it is hoped that many 
will be interested in the war depart- 
ment 's plans for adequate national de- 
fense. 


The benefits derived from attending 


the camp can be secured without any 
expense to the students, as the war de- 
partment will provide transportation to 
camp and return, board, lodging, medi- 
cal 
attention, 
uniforms, 
equipment, 


arms, ammunition, laundry, athletics, 
and recreation. 


Covina boys desiring to take advan- 


tage of this opportunity to secure a va- 
cation without cost should make their 
application at once through secretary 
of the Covina chamber of commerce or 
Coach Mclntosh of the Covina high 
school. Gordon Douglas, commander of 
the local Legion post, can also supply 
any information required.
